Activities . 

Three camps were used for training of agents. These 
were Kumna, Leetse and Keila-Joa. Very few agents wdre 
dropped owing to transfer of^ partly- trained personnel to the 
administration of Frontaufklarungsstellen or to other Koranandes. 
One batch of four agents was dropped in Archangel to work with 
the Finnish Abwehr. Mission was unsuccessful. In June 1943 
Group I dropped agents in Russia without success. In the sping 
of 1943, the recruit agents of Group I under the command of the 
former commandant of Keila-Joa, Oberleutnant Ur. BACH (German 
troop officer with an amputated leg) were sent to the front 
line opposite Oranienbaum sector, west of Leningrad. Their 
mission was to strengthen the fighting spirit and morale of the 
men who had been in training for too long or who for different 
reasons could not be sent on missions. Group I finally taken 
over by F.A.K. 102, together with the two training oamps at 
Kumna and Leetse. 
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KURGVEL stated that he had no Information of activities 
of Group III, as relations between Groups I and III were 
strained.
